advices that the relations of Rus- 
sia and Japan are again entering on a 
critical stage caused a high govern- 
ment official to reiterate today that the 
United States will take every precau- 
tion to avoid being involved in the Far 
Eastérn crisis. Although the preponder- 
ance of official opinion here is that 
War cannot come now because of the 
unpreparedness of both Russia and 
Japan, it is realized that the situation 
is sufficiently acute to demand most 
diplomatic handling on both sides, as 
well as serious consideration by the 
ather powers. For this reason, the ad- 
ministration has made a po'nt of an- 
nouncing repeatedly that the United 
States wlll remain absolutely neutral 
in the event of war between Russia 
and Japan. Confident in the belief that 
both nations will see to it that Amer- 
ican interests in that part of the worid 
are adequately protected. 

The efforts of the European press to 
attach undue significance to the move- 
ments of Rear-Admiral Evans's squad- 
ron only cause amusement in adminis- 
tration circles. As a matter of fact, in- 
structions have been sent to Rear-Ad- 
miral Evans that he is to observe ev- 
‘ery precaution in the movements of his 
vessels, that there may be no doubt of 
the sincere character of the announce- 
ment of the Washington geverument 
that the United States intends td keep 


its treaty rights are respected.

“Note the marked contrast between 
the attitude of the United States today 


and a year ago regarding Manchuria,”

Chinese treaty October 8.“ he con- 
tinued, “which, among other important 
trade concessions to the United States, 
provided for the opening of the two 
ports in Manchuria to the world’s com?

WHY COLOMBIA STICKS. 


Knows that the United States Will 
Gain a Great Deal from the Canal, 


and Wants Her Share. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-A.M) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—Ismael En- 
rique Aroiniegas of the Colombian up- 
lomatic servi:e has arrived in this 
city on his way to Washington, with

CRISIS FOR YUKON STEAMER'S.

SEATTLE (Wash.) Oct. 19.—-A spe- 
clal to the Post Intelligencer from 
Dawson says that sixteen river steam- 
ers are battling against the floating ice 
in the Yukon, in serious danger of be- 
ing caught in such positions that they 
will be crushed next spring. Unless 
the river clears itself of ice for a few 
days, none of these boats will be able 
their destination. Running ice fills the 
river from bank to bank, all the way 
from La Barge to Eagle on the Amer- 
ican side. 

The condition is unprecedented so 
early in the year. Three of the steam- 
ers, owned by the White Pass and 
2Yukon line, are on their way up the 
Yukon from Dawson with 150 pas- 
sengers each. They may not be able 
to proceed more than a third or a half 
of the distance. They have already 
been two days making fifty miles 
against the running ice. 

If these boats fall to get through, 
their passengers will have to walk 
hundreds of miles. Many are not 
warmly clad, and extreme suffering 
would result from such exposure. The 
mails and severa] hundred thousand 
dollars in gold shipments are aboard 
these steamers.

! The statement is made in a New 
York dispatch that an attaché of the 
Colombian diplomatic service has ar- 
rived in that city, en route to Wash- 
ington, bearing special instructions 
for Dr. Herran, the Colombian Min- 
ister, concerning the Panama Canal 
treaty: also the text of the amend- 
ments to the treaty made by the Co- 
lombian Senate and President Mar- 
roquin. It is stated by the Colombian 
representative that “the only condition 
on which the Colombian government 
is now prepared to conclude’ the 
pending treaty’ is the payment of 
$25,000,000 by the United States for 
the advantages it would receive, and 
an agreement to let the territory re- 
main as a part of Colombia.“ 

As we understand the matter, there 
is in reality no “pending treaty” be- 
tween the United States and Colom- 
bia relative to the Panama Canal, the 
time fixed for ratification of the Hay- 
Herran treaty having expired by Um- 
itation some time ago. Therefore, be- 
fore the Panama Canal could be built 
by the United States, what would be 
virtually a new treaty would have to 
be drawn up and ratified by both gov- 
ernments. Certainly the acceptance 
by our government of the Colombian 
“amendments,” so called, to the Hay- 
Herran treaty is out of the question, 
and Secretary Hay so informed the 
Colombian government while its Con- 
gress was considering the treaty. 

The demand for $25,000,000 for the 
concessions required is excessive. 
This amount, added to the $40,000,009 
which our government has cordition- 
ally agreed to pay to the new. Panama 
Canal Company for its holdings, 
would bring the cost up to $65,000,000 
which we should have to pay as a 
preliminary to beginning the actual 
work of construction; to say nothing 
of the long and vexatious delay whici 
would attend the rpopeniag of nego- 
tiations with Colombia, with no guar- 
anty that the new negotiations would 
be any more successful than those 


which have just ended so fruitlessly. 


Under these circumstances, the ques- 
tion at once suggests itself, is the 
game worth the candle?” Nine out 
of every ten intelligent Americans 
will be likely to answer this question 
in the negative, and to supplement

A Prehistoric Find. 

There was, evidently, a civilization in 
this valley ante-dating that of both 
the Toltec and Aztec. In 1883,.an old 
Swiss well digger, whose name has es- 
caped our memory, dug a well south- 
east of Florance about fifteen miles, on 
the overland stage road, running from 
this place to Desert Station and therice 
to Tucson. He sunk this well to a 
depth of 220 feet, all through adobe 
soll. At the bottom of the well he un- 
covered human bones and a large 
amount of pottery, unlike, in both qual- 
ity and design, any of the pottery be- 
longing to the Toltec. Aztec or subse- 
quent civilizations. Among the undam- 
aged speciments taken out of the bot- 
tom of the well were two teacups and 
saucers. The cups were well shaped 
like the China teacups of the present 
day, and were as thin as the china cups. 
They were coal-black and finely glased 
inside and out, and the saucers were ot 
the same thickness as the cups, glased 
the same and shaped like our modern 
Saucers. The old Swiss knew nothing 
of the archaeological value, but would 
not part with them. Along with the 
human bones were large pieces cf well- 
preserved charcoal, and the bones were 
fairly well preserved, hut soon crum- 
bled after they were~exfiosed to the 
air. The old well digger, when 
encountered these unmistakable evi- 
dences of a past civiligation, that he 
had just reached the prehistoric level 
of the earth at this point, and would 
probably have to go fifty or 100 feet 
deeper to find water, and he abandoned 
the enterprise. As this 220 feet of 
earth had been deposited there by the 
slow process of rock disintegration one 
must conclude that very many thous- 
and years have been added to the age 
of the earth since the civilization, evi- 
denced by the find of this old well dig- 
ger, passed off the stage. The Smith- 
sonian Institution should investigate 
this matter.—[{Filorence (Ariz.) Tribune.

SOLICITOR WOUNDED TO DEATH IN 
DRUNKEN BRAWL. 


Deed Committed by Unknown, Named 
“Monte,” Oct, 11, Smith Admitting 


Himself to be the Aggressor—End Ap- 
proaching at County Hospital, 


Wheeler C. McCord Smith, a solicitor, 
35 years old, lies at the County Hos- 
pital with death only a few rs 
away as the result of a knife wound 
in his abdomen made by an unknown 
man who defended himself from 


The police first learned of Smith's 
condition last night, although he was 
stabbed October 11, and was taken to 
the County Hospital two days later. 

Smith was conscious yesterday even- 


ing for the first time since his arrival“ 


at the hospital and to police detectives 
he told the story of the stabbing. 

On the afternoon of the affray Smith, 
who was drunk, was standing with 
other bibulous companions at Third 
street and Central avénue. A man 
nicknamed “Monte” .offered Smith 
soine mild affront and after the crowd 
broke up Smith followed Monte“ and 
stabbed lum in the arm with his 
pocketknife. 

As he was about to renew the as- 
sault Monte“ drew his knife and ran 
the blade into Smith's left side. 

The wound appeared slight from the 
outside and Smith went on with his 
work. He soon found that the pain 
had become unbearable and a physi- 
clan was called to Smith's bedside in 
the Windsor lodging-house, corner of 
Third street and Towne avenue. 

The doctor discovered that the wound 
was deep and dangerous and that ab- 
scesses had formed. Smith was de- 
lirious at the hospital for several days, 
but as death approached his mind 
cleared. 

He fully exculpates the man called 
Monte from all blame and takes his 
dying oath that the quarrel was of 
his own making. ‘ 

The physicians attending Smith 
stated last night that the wounded | 
man could not dive until daylight, as 
he was in the grip of peritonitis. 

Smith came here two years agu from 
Mobile. Ala. The police have not yet 
learned who Monte“ is.

BARNETTS OWN SGN 
HIS BLOODY ACCUSER. 


Almost Inconceivable Butchery Laid to 
; Hand of a Father. 


Fiſieen- year Old Ernest Barnett Weil-nigh Murdered 
in His Sleep— Skull Crushed With a Hammer—Awoke 
to Find Father -Attacking Him With a Razor. 
cAccused Man Says tt Was a Burgiar. , 


66T)APA tried to kill me!” 
The cry of a iad of 15 years, 
wounded almost to his death. 

It told of a crime almost inconceiv- 
able—one of the worst of the long se- 
ries perpetrated in this community 
—the murderous attack of J. L. Bar- 
nett yesterday morning on his own 
son. 

He would have killed the boy, ac- 
cording. to the lad's story, to keep 
him out of the navy. 1 

Rarnett is a construction hand. em- 
ployed on the Domestic Water Works 
and the deed was done in his room 
at No. 236 Winston street. 

Zrnest E. Barnett, the son, 15 years 
old, was sleeping with his father. At 
6 o'clock in the morning he says ne 
was awakened by a crash on his head. 


with a hammer. The boy screamed 
and the father, grasping a razov, 
tried to cut his son's throat. 
Ernest is at the California’ Hospital 
in a precarious condition. His skull 
is fractured in two places and there 
is a five-ingh gash in the left side 
of his neck extending from the ear 
downward and others on his head. 
The unnatural father was arrested 
between 1 and 2 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and locked up, charged with 
assault to murder. 
Barnett denies that 
‘his boy, and says a burglar assaulted 
| both him and his son. He is a power- 
ful man of 46 years, standing six feet 
one in his stockings, as stoical as @ 
Turk. | 
A criminologist would find it hard to 
catalogue Barnett’s alleged crime. 
Was the motive hatred, jealousy, an 
insane solicitude—or what’ 
THE DIVORCED MOTHER. 


— 


Barnett and his former wife, who 
is a chambermaid, at the Lenox 
House, No. 540 South Spring street, 


were divorced a year and a half ago. 
Ernest enlisted in the navy last July 
ax the outcome of his mother's efforis 
and personal influence. The father 
strongly opposed the boy’s course, but 
blamed, not his son, but the mother. 
Ernest was assigned to the training 
ship, Pensacola, in San Francisco Har- 
bor, but last Friday he came home on 
a leave of absence. Most of his time 
he has spent with his father. 

What happened Sundey night and 
Monday morning has been told by the 
boy in his terrible indictment of his 
sire, and his statements have circum- 
stantial corroboration. Although the 
accused is yet to be convicted and has 
a defense of some sort to make, the 
narrative of his all-but-murdered son 
is here followed. 

WHAT HAPPENED. 


Sunday night Ernest and his father 
went to bed at the same time. le 
the son was asleep as it appears, Bar- 
nett arose, and, tiptoeing to a chest 
of tools in the room, got a hammer. 
One swing of the powerful arm with 
the iron against the boy’s head and 
all would have been over. 

J would rather see my son dead 
than in the navy,” is an expression, 
or, rather, a cry, often vented by Bar- 
nett. 

This being the feeling that drove 
him to do the devilish deed, he tried 
to murder his boy at the first blow. 
But something must have weakened 
his arm. The hammer cracked the 
boy's skull above the right temple, 
and, insiead of rendering him uncon- 
scious, awakened him. Then he struck 
him again. 

Hearing the agonized cry of his boy 
—the awakening being unexpected— 
Barnett sprang to the bureau,, tore a 
razor from its case, and leaping back 
before the boy had concentrated his 
benumbed senses sufficiently to pro- 
tect himself, he slashed the sharp edge 
across his neck. 

Ernest cried for help but so feebly 
a no one in the rooming-house heard 


m. 

Barnett slashed blindly with the ra- 
zor, and gashed the boy's scalp in five 
places, the wounds being from two to 
three inches long and extending to the 
skull. In one of his blows he jabbed 
the top of the lad's head with the end 
of the razor, the wound showing where 
the point made a small, deep incision 
in the scalp and a dent in the skull. 

Then the faher, made a coward (it 
would appear that there was more of 
cowardice than remorse,) at the sight 
of his boy's suffering and the blood that 
streamed from his head and neck. 
hastened to remove the evidences of his 
crime. 

First he stripped the boy and him- 
Self, and crammed the bloody clothes 
in the corner of a closet, 

Ernest in his frenzy of pain had 
writhed and thrown out his hands 
against the wall and the head of the 
bed. Barnett tried to wash away the 
stains and finger prints. The bed 
clothes were streaked with blood. He 
rolled up every cover and piece of 
cloth that cried out against him. 

Then he washed the boy's head and 
throat at the sink and bandaged the 
wounds when the blood had almost 
ceased to flow. 

After two hours of solicitous atten- 
tion to the lad he laid him, weak 
and almost dying from loss of blood, 
on the bed and left the house with 
the bundle of bed clothes under his 
arm. 

After an hour he returned, and at 9 
o'clock he Ernest to see his 
mother. 

“YOU DID THAT!“ 

On seeing her son in such a pitiable 
condition, Mrs. Barnett went into hys- 
ierics,

Although his 
eyes wandered, there was no fright in 
them—nor remorse. A physiognomist 
asked for his estimate of the father 
would probably have said: There's a 
man who ate a good dinner on a clear 
conscience. 

Barnett spoke of his son's former in- 
terest in things naval. “I took him to 
San Diego last winter and showed the 
boy around among the ships. I told 
him that the life of a sailor was none 
for him and he said: ‘I won't be a 
sailor, then.“ 

“But after I brought the boy back 

his mother got to talking the navy 
stronger than ever—she and other 
women. They induced Ernest to. en- 
list in July. 
“When the boy came home last week 
I made up my mind to get him away 
from that life. His mother got him in, 
but she was not his guardian and I 
could have got his discharge. : 

“I was going to at first, then I 
thought he might as well go back be- 
cause he seemed to like it, and I gave 
my consent.

THINKS BARNETT CRAZY. 

Is John Barnett a maniac? 

The woman who was once hie wife 
was inclined to think so when she 
was seen last night at the California 
Hospital, by a Times man. She said: 
“The first I knew of this dreadful 
business was about 8 o'clock this morn. 
ing when Mr. Barnett brought the boy 
to my room with Nig head beaten in 
and his throat cut. I noticed the bidod 
on his ¢glothing seemed to be fresh.

The little paisanos who were hauled 
away from their homes in San Gabriel 
to be little Indians at the Sherman 
Indian School have al come home. 
They are now little peons again. 

They struck. They claimefi that the 
chief perquisite of being a Hitle Indian 
is to be blissfully idle and never work. 

When they found that they had to 
work at the Sherman school they all 
were deeply disgusted. Thetr ultie 
matum was tpat they would be sure- 
enough Indians and not do ia lick f 
anything like work, or go back home 
and resume the paisano habit. : 

No sentimental considerations of be- 
ing wild “Injuns” that would have 
attracted a little white boy had the 
slightest weight with them. The oniy 
attractive feature of being Wolf Tooth 
instead of Juan was the eating free 
grub at government expense and not 
having to go to school. 

All of this is balm to the ruffled 
feelings of Principal Holland of the 
San Gabriel school.’ 

He. raised a greut protest a few 
months ago by claiming that the In- 
dian school people were coming onto 
his confines and taking away num- 
bers of little Mexicans on the claim 
that they were Indians. As there were 
no family trees, and all brown kids 
looked alike to the District Attornéy, 
there was nothing to be dons. 

It was a serious matter for the San 
Gabriel school, however. If too many 
youngsters were iaken away it would 
have cut a great slice ont of the allow- 
ance for the support of the school. 

The thing would be to have them 
marked for identification. On the poll- 
tax question fey will be Indians 
when they groW up and prove it by

For nearly three months Mr. Unger 
was totaliy unable to attend to his 
Guties at the office, and for three Weeks 
he was confined to his bed. Through 
it all, his wife, to whom he was de- 
votedly attach attended him with 
unfailing care. verything that could 
better hie health or lessen his suffer- 

ng the last two 

weeks Dr. Quint had to administer oxy- 

gen to ‘sustain the patient. Mr. Unger 

had a bed sinking spell about a week 

age, and only the continued efforts of 

the doctor and nurse prevented death 
resulting at that time. 

Dr. Quint visited Mr. Unger four 
times on Sunday. When he called for 
the third time about 10 o'clock, his pa- 
tient greeted him cheerily. 

“You won't let me suffer, will you? 
You're my friend,” he declared. Then 
he talked briefly with the doctor about 
affairs at the office, saying he w 
Louis Schwaebe, his chief deputy, to 
have his place if he had to die. He also 
told the doctor he wished to live until 
next Sunday in order to celebrate with 
his wife the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of their marriage. 

About 12 o'clock Mr. Unger had an- 
other sinking spell, and his wife be- 


came alarmed. She asked him if he 


wished water, and received an affirma- 
tive reply. Not daring to give it to 
him, she telephoned for Dr. Quint. 
“Hello, doc, you here,” was the pa- 
tient's greeting, and these were the last 
words he ever spoke. Oxygen was ad- 
ministered, but despite all that could be 
done for him, death interposed at 3:30 
clock. His wife and her mother were 
at the bedside with Dr. Quint when the 
end came. 
Mr. Unger also leaves a son, Rex, aged 
22. who was at Santa Monica at the 
time of his father’s death: a brother, 
Frank, who is in Europe, and another 
brather, Creas Unger, who is employed 
in the San Francisco customshouee. 
Mr. Unger was 46 years old. He was 
born in Muscatine, lowa, and came to 
California with his parents when 2 
years oid. The family settied in San 
Francisco, and there Mr. Unger re- 
ceived his education. Later he became 
a clerk in the Assessor's office and a 
collector for’ the probate court in that 
city. He moved to Los Angeles, in 1885, 
and went into the abstract business, 
eucceeding the late Frank A. Gibson as 
manager of the Abstract Title Ipsur- 
ance Company. This position he held 
until first elected City Auditor in the 
tall of 1900. | 
His administration of the office was 
very successful. No sooner. was he 
elected than he appointed as his assist- 
ants the two men who had opposed him 
for the nomination in the Republican 
eity convention. men were se- 
lected for their fitness and the office was 
ly put upon an up-to-date basis.

MAY CALL ELECTION, 
SUCCESSOR TO CITY AUDITOR. 
It may become necessary to hoid 

a special election at a cost of $6000 to 
elect a successor to City Auditor Un- 
ger, who died yesterday morning. 
The provisions of the city charter are 
somewhat confilcting regarding the 
selection of an officer to fill out an un- 
expired term. City Auditor Unger was 
the first city official to die in Office 
since the freeholders’ charter was 
adopted by the city and its provisions 
have never been construed. 

As is too apt to be the case with 
the present crganic law of the munic- 
ipality there are two different sectious 
bearing on the same subject and pro- 
viding different methods for filling an 
office left vacant by death or resigna- 
tion. Article Il, section 8, deciares 
that the Council shall appoint a suc- 
cessor, while Article XIX, section 197, 
gays that the Council must call an 
election forth with. 

Acting under the former section of 
the charter the Council appointed 
Louls Schwyaebe. first assistant audi- 
tor, as City Auditor yesterday morning. 
In view of the great expense which 
attaches to a special election the 
members of the Council are very hope- 
ful that it will not be necessary to call 
one. The City Attorney was not 
asked to give an opinion regarding the 
charter provisions yesterday and it is 
the present disposition of the Council 
to allow the appointment of Schwaebe 
to stand unless some one forces the 
issue. 

For three months and practically for 
@ longer time Deputies Schwaebe and 
Postwick have managed the office suc- 
cessfully and to the entire satisfaction 
of the Council and other city officials. 
That they are entirely capable of con- 
tinuing the work no ene questions. If 
an election is called it will be forced 
either as @ legal necessity or to gratify 
the political ambitions of some aspir- 
ants who are hopeful of securing the 
position. 

Section 8 of the charter reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Tf any elective officer shall die or 
remove from the city or absent him- 
self from the city for more than thirty 
days, or shall fail to qualify by taking 
eath of office and filing his official 
bond, as required, within ten days 
from the time he receives his certifi- 
eate of election or appointment, or if 
he shall resign, or be convicted of a 
felony, or adjudged insane, or shall ab- 
sent himself from his office for more 
than five days without the consent of 
the Council, his office may be de- 
clared vacant by the Council, and it 
shall thereupon fill the vacancy.” 

Over tn the back part of the charter 


mentioned in the same connection, but 
no candidate has been seriously con- 
sidered by the party managers as yet. 
The Council hopes to save the $6000 
that an election would cost a’ well as 
the political hubbub and turmoil in- 
cident to a spectal election, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether this can le- 
gally be done. 


PRIZE FIGHTING, 


“PUGS” DRIVEN INTO CORNER. 

There was a great probability that 
prize fighting in the city of Los An- 
geles would have been practically pro- 
hibited had the Council] met yesterday 
morning. The backers of the athletic 
clubs realized the gravity of the situa- 
tion and their attorney, John T. Jones, 
was On hand to seek a postponement of 
one week in the consideration of the 
question. 

An ordinance defining the district 
within which prize fighting, in the guise 
of boxing contests, would be allowed 
was prepared yesterday morning, and 
placed in the hands of Councilman Far- 
ish of the Third Ward. This ordinance 
defined the business district as an 
open field for boxing exhibitions. Haz- 
ard’s Pavilion was included in the 
permissible territory, and the vfectun 
west of the tunnel was excluded. 

Strong opposition to the passage of 
this ordinance would have developed 
had the Council met, however. Coun- 
cilman McAleer, Davenport, Kern and 
Todd were expected to take the stand 
voiced by Summerland last Saturday, 
and vote either to practically prohibit 
boxing matches or to give every one 
interested an equal chance. To legis- 
late against one faction of the boxing 
fraternity is not regarded with favor 
by these Councilmen. 3 

A three cornered fight will develop 
in the Council. The citizens living west 
of the tunnel, led by A. W. Fisher and 
H. C. Witmer, are against the ath- 
ietic club that desires to locate in that 
section; the ministers and church peo- 
ple are preparing a monster petition 
against prise fighting anywhere, and 
the sports and promoters, among 
whom there has been some spirit ot 
rivalry, are expected to consolidate 
and fight for their privileges. 

Councilman Davenport will Iikely 
propose a compromise whereby boxing 
matches will only be permit in that 
district bounded by Main street, Firat 
street and the river. It is impossible 
to tell how the Councilmen will treat 
the proposition, as they are very non- 
committal regarding the stand they 
will take on prize fighting. : 

A State law permits boxing exhibi- 
tions to be held, and the promoters 
contend that the Council has not the 
power to absolutely prohibit the game. 
It is, however, the unofficial opinion 
of the city law department that an 
iron-clad prohtbitve ordinaurce woul! 
stand the test of the Supreme Court on 
account of the rule that “in municipal 
affairs the charter must govern.” The 
organic law, it is believed, will permit 
the Council to stop boxing contests 
altogether. 


A FINE RECORD. 
ENGINEER'S BUSY FORCE. 

The office of City Engineer Stafford is 
overwhelmed with work. Of that there 
can be no doubt. His efficient force 
has turned out more than twice the 
amount of work that a force but lit- 
tle smaller did two years ago. Hun- 
dreds of surveys have been made. 
Counch orders attended to, maps made 
by the score and ordinances upon. or- 
dinances presented to the Council for 
passage. 

In addition to all this the City, En- 
gineer has prepared plans for the con- 
struction of an outfall sewer to cost 
1,000,000, storm drains amounting to 
400,000, and bridges to cost $100,000. 
All this has entailed a vast amount of 
extra work on the department. 

At the present time the force con- 
sists of about fifty-five men, extra help 
being employed in varying amount 
from time to time. There are twelve 
draughtsmen, nine surveyors, as well 
as instrument men, chainmen, and 
other assistants. The picture of the 
entire force is herewith presented. 

Since January 1 of this year these 
men have completed 1763 surveys, as 
eompared with 827 in 1901. Ordinances

Both Dougherty and Walters were 
arrested.

Dougherty told such a plausible sort 
of lle himself that the jury disagreed, 
standing eight for acquittal.

Feeling Among the People Described 
28 Similar to that Engendered in the 
‘United States by the Destruction of 


‘after a sojourn in Japan of several 
months De Putron Gliddon, editor of 
Western Investments, has returned to 
Los Ange'ss. He describes the situa- 
in the Flowery Kingdom as fol- 
lows: 


“There was considerable war talk 
@uring the five weeks I was in Japan, 
and the day I left Yokohama every- 
one seemed to think that when we 
landed in Vencouver we would hear 
war had been declared. The Japanese 
@re much excited about the probable 
conflict; and, indeed, they were in the 
@ame mood as were the people of the 
United States after the Maine had 
been biown up. Everyone wanted 
War; and the general impression is 
that the outcome would be disastrous 
to the Russians. The Japanese navy 
is well-equipped and in fine fighting 
shape. They have a distinct advan- 
tage over the Russians in the matter 
of coal, Japan heving great coal fields 


around Nagasaki and in other parts 


of the empire; whereas Russia will 
have to depend for her coal supply 
Upon the dealers in ports outside of 
Japan. And it is generally under- 
stood in the Orient that the larger 
portion of the coal in that part of the 
world has been gathered in by the 
British navy. As to the Japanese 
army k is splendidly equipped and 
retnarkably well drilied. The record 
made by the Japanese in China, dur- 
ing the legation siege, has made for 
them a reputation that is very flat- 


“Why the Chinese seem to have such 
@ foot-hold in Japan, and why they 
Sil almost all the important posts is 
easily explained. The banks, hotels 
and other such concerns employ Chi- 
nese cashiers; but the usual explana- 
ton given does not tell the whole 

ory. The Chinese certainly are far 

ter business men than the Japa- 
nese; but that is explained by the fact 
that up to the time of the Restoration, 
i. e., about thirty-six years ago, the 
business of the merchant was always 
Koked down upon, and in fact he was 
about the lowest in the social scale. 
These old prejudices, that have ex- 
isted for centuries, die hard; and it 
m only in the last few years that the 
men of education or standing have 
gone into mercantile life at all. On 
the other hand, there has been no such. 
prejudice with the Chinese, and the re- 
sult is that he is a better business man 
than is the man from Japan. Another 
explanation of the presence of Chi- 
nese cashiers in Japan, is that the 


Chinese guilds to which these men be- 


long guarantee their honesty. The Ja- 
panese have no such guilds, so that 
anyone taking a cashier of that race 
has no method of securing himself 
against loss by theft as in the ca 
of a Chinaman. 

- most amusing thing I saw in 
Japan was the composing-room of the 
Kobe Shimbun, a Japanese daily pa- 
per, and one that has a big circula- 
tion.

SMALLPOX AMONG INDIANS. 

RIVERSIDE, Oct. 19.—While known 
to the Indian School and the city offi- 
cials, the Health Officer and some of 
the local physicians that smallpox has 
been prevalent for two weeks or more 
at Sherman Institute, on Lower Mag- 
nolia avenue, the fact has been care- 
fully concealed from tine general pub- 
lic... 

Not long ago a batch of Indian boys 
and girls was brought to the institute 
from Oregon.

United States Again in First Place.

J. I. Graham of Searchlight, Nev., 
writes The Times: | 
“Things are gradually adjusting 
themselves here, so far as the strike 
situation is concerned. There has

PETROLEUM PRODUCTION. 

A fact both important and interest- 
ing is that the United States and Rus- 
sia produce, practically, all the world's 
supply of petroleum. The figures are 
from the report (now in press) of F. 
H. Oliphant to the United States -Geo- 
logigal Survey of the world’s production 
of crude petroleum in 1902. This total 
production is reported at 177,231,900 bar- 
rels, of forty-two United States gallons 
each. Of this total the United States 
and Russia produce 161,434,635, leaving 
only 9,797,265 barrels for all the other 
countries of the world. The figures for 
the United States are 80,895,590 barrels, 
and for Russia 80,540,045. Of the re- 
maining countries, Sumatra, Java and 
Borneo produced 5.860000 barrels, Gali- 
cia 4,142,160 barrels, and Roumania 
2,069,930 barrels. 

Another interesting fact in connec- 
tion with the production of last year is 
that the United States has again taken 
first place. From the year 1898 to 1901, 
inclusive, Russia's production of crude 
troleum exceeded each year that of 
the United States. Last year these 
things were changed. The United 
States shows an increased production of 
11,605,396 barrels over that of 1901, 
while Ruesia’s figures for 1902 show a 

production of 4,628,611 barrels 
as compared with that of 1901. So, as 
is seen, the United States produced in 
1902, 354,546 barrels more of crude petro- 
leum than did Russia. 

Mr. Oliphant, in his report, draws at- 
tention to another fact no less impor- 
tant than the one just cited. He says: 
“Although in the production of crude 
petroleum the,United States and Rus- 
sin so closely Givided the 91.08 per cent. 
of the entire production of the world in 
1902, yet when the quality of the crude 

stroleum is considered, the parallel is 

y no means so complete, since more 
than double the quantitv of the higher 

rades of refined products was obtained 
— the average crude petroleum pro- 
duced in the United States. as com- 
pared with that produced in Russia. 
Out of a gross output of 80,894,590 bar- 
rels of erude petroleum, the United 
States obtained approximately 1,766,- 
737,000 gallons of refined products, or 
about 67 per cent.: Russia, out of a 
gross production of $0,540,045 barrels, 
obtained refined products to the extent 
of €76.536,000 gallons, or about 26 per 
cent.: and the remaining countries of 
the world obtained from their crude 
production about 7 per cent. of the total 
output of refined products.

They 
report, as stated in the Chronicle, the 
ledge being about twenty feet in width, 
and traceable fully 700 feet. Surface 
indications show an average of 9 per 
cent. in purity’ This metal is chiefly 
valwable as an alloy for gun metal 
and armor plate, and is also exten- 
sively employed in the toughening of 
steel. It is worth about $500 per ton 
for 75 per cent. concentrates, but when 
meited into ingots is quoted in New 
York markets at $1.82 per pound, while 
locally it readily commands a price of 


2 per pound.

In a report from Chihuahua it is 
stated that the Palmarejo Gold H 
Lied., shipped through Wells, Fargv 
& Co. at this point within the past 
few days 1900 kilos of cyanide slimes 
worth $100,000, in Mexican money, be- 
ing about $50,000 per ton.

Undamaged—Protective Fire Associa- 
tion Talked of.

MONROVIA, Oct. 19.—The forest fire, 
which was started in Monrovia Canon 
shortiy after noon Sunday, and which 
raged during the afternoon ahd night, 
is now practically under control. For 
a time Sunday it was thought that the 


| whole mountainside would be swept

the large pine trees and under- 
brush, that make o much for the 
preservation of the town’s mountain 
Water supply, but through the untir- 
ing exertions of Forest Rangers Se- 
vier, Bacon, Hyatt, Newcomb and 
Cotello, and the aid of a hundred or 
more willing citizens, not more than 
five hundred acres was burned off. 
Shortly after noon a smal! party of 
young people drove into the cafion to 


spend the afternoon. They had not

In less than 
half an hour fires were started in 
hundreds of places. Help was hur- 
riedlvy summoned, and in less than 
an hour scores of men with shovels 
and axes were working to stamp out 
the flames and head them off from 
reaching the larger timber. The main 
fires Were at the time confined to the 
ridge on the west side of Sawpit Cafion, 
men were dispatched 
to Maple and Sycamore cafions to pre- 
vent the fire from reaching those heav- 
Uy wooded places. Their efforts were 
crowned with success. While the men 
were laboring with the flames, others 
were carrying canteens of water with 
which to quench their thirst. A num- 
ber of the five fighters were injured, 
but none of them seriously. One 
rider and his horse rolled over the 
side of a steep hill, but fortunately 
neither was injur Eis 

Late In-the afternoon, when it was 
found that the fire was prevented 
from getting into the cafions from 
which the main water supply comes. 
the various parties began to close in 
and confine the fire to as small a 
space as possible. As darkness ap- 
proached, the breeze died down and 
most of the men sought their homes, 
but the rangers and about fifteen oth- 
ers remained until midnight. By that 
time there were hopes that the flames 
would not spread farther. Snatching 
a few hours’ rest, and eating a well- 
earned breakfast. the heroic fellows 
were at it am at break of day. and 


by sun up very little stnoke could be 
seen issuing from the cafions, although 
there was much fire yet to be put out. 

Early in the morning, the City Trus- 
tees hired other men to relieve the tired 
workers, and again this evening an- 
other force was sent up to spend the 
night in the mountains. At 8 o'clock 
this evening. it can be safely said that 
the fire is overcome, although mu 
Vigilance will have to be observed be- 
fore every vestige of the fire is ob- 
literated. 

There is much confecture as to the 
origin of the fire. Ranger Sevier, who. 
has charge of this section of the for- 
est reserve, is of the opinion that it 
was caused by campers from Los An- 
geles. who failed to put out their fire 
after preparing their lunch. He has 
the names of some of the parties, and 


will make a thorough investigation. 
The parties, however, deny that the 
fault was theirs. The prevailing 


opinion seems to be that the fire 
originated from a pile of old waste 
that had been left where the old elec- 
tric pyer-house stood, and that the 
extreme heat of the day caused spon- 
taneous combustion in the oily waste. 

With the exception of a small fire 
on the Fourth of July. this was the 
only one that had been started in this 
district this summer. Ranger Sevier 
keeps the cafions pretty thoroughly 
patrolied, and constantly warns camp- 
ers of the danger of not thoroughly 
utting out their fires. 

Although the mountain supply of 
water is not Monrovia'’s chief source, 
if the fire had got tmto Deer Park. 
Sycamore and Maple cafions, the dam- 
age to the mountain supply would 
have been felt for many years to come.

“I think we have this prize-ring fight 


won,” sald S P. Mulford yesterday af- 
‘ternoon. “The churches have taken 
concerted action, and prominent mem- 
bers of various religious organizations 
are using all the influence in thelr 
power to checkmate the so-called 
‘sporting fraternity,’ who intend build- 
ing. a fighting establiehment at th: 
west end of the Third-street tunnel. 


Many people are going after our Coun- 
cilmen. Messrs. Davenport and Sum- 
meriand, about the only doubtful men 
we had to face. I think will come 
over with the rest of the good ones. 
In fact, I don't see why they shouldn't. 
Their constituents certainly want 
them to, and it may be a losing game 
for them if they don't. I believe that 
the question would lose overwhelm- 
ingly, if put to any sort of popular 
vote. 

“I believe that in that place they 
Will establish a large-sized blind 7 
I have noticed a large number of t- 
tle six-Dy-eight rooms being put up, 
and I believe that whatever the avowed 
purpose of their construction, they 
are only intended, finally, for immoral 
purposes. As a liquor selling or dis- 
tributing establishment, there is no 
doubt in my mind but that this would 
be the worst place in the city. 

A tendency to increase the number 
of these places without restraint will 
destroy the reputation of the city—ex- 
cept in a very unenviable way. It is 
a disgrace as Ht now exists, for I believe 
that this is the only city which openly 
builds an amphitheater for a 
fight.

It is not easy to imagine a greater 
calamity to the people of Hollywood 
than would be the deprivation of their 
present water system. It would far 
outweigh all advantages, real or imag- 
inary, that could result from their in- 
corporation as a city. But Hollywood 
can easily avert such a calamity by 
eventually, and in due time, becoming 
a part of Los Angeles. In that event 
she would share in all the benefits of 
that city, including the water supply. 
Hollywood proper, or nearly all of it, is 
actually within the claimed limits of 
the ancient pueblo of Los A les and 
the propriety, therefore, of Hollywood 
availing herself, when she will, of the 
advantages to result from annexation, 
2 those advantages relate to 
water, to stree{-railroad fares, or to 
anything else, is unquestionable. Hol- 
lywood differs widely from all other 
existing, or cities of the 
sixth class in this county in its prox- 
imity to the great central city and in 
being a part of the old pueblo. 

Some zealous advocates of incorpora- 
tion assert, with more assurance than 
reason, that if the West Los Angeles 
Water Company should lose its pres- 
ent supply, it would fill its pipes by 
pumping from below the city the al- 
kali-charged water of the Clenega. 
This would involve forcing it several 
miles and elevating it some hundreds 
of feet. If practicable this would be 
but a miserable substitute for our 
present system and afford inferior wa- 


ter at best. 


It is good advice to let well 8 
alone. Hollywood has been remark- 
ably prosperous during the last few 
years, and is still on the high road to 
success. Her streets and public util- 
tles have received due attention from 
her citizens and from the county. She 
is believed to be in this regard better 
off than any other community with 
equal advantages in the State. No spe- 
cific reason for incorporation has 
been, or can be mentioned. The fable 
of the dog that lost his bone by g@rab- 
bing after the shadow would find an 
apt illustration in her becoming a city. 

The law of this State which permits 
a few hundred people in any commu- 
nity to perform the farce of becoming 
an incorporated city is better calcu- 
lated to subserve personal ends than 
to accomplish a public benefit. It is 
not unusual to find in an American 
community enough ambitious individ- 
uals to promote an enterprise of the 
sort. A mania for office and for han- 
dling public funds are sufficient in- 
ducements. Hollywood, like some other 
locations in Los Angeles county, is fa- 
vored with this element, but in every 
instance of the incorporation of a small 
population, like Hollywood, the people 
who have been required to bear the 
burdens of a municipal government 
have regretted their folly. Only the 
promoters of the corporation, in such 
cases, and those who receive direct 


benefit therefrom approve of the same. 


Persons who have been ! to hope for 
an inflation in the value of their prop- 
erty by reason of incorporation are 
very generally disappointed. Directly 
the reverse is likely to occur. Depres- 
sion has followed upon the heels of 
ineorporation in some cases and rival 
towns have sprung up in consequence. 

Hollywood is quite differently sit- 
uated from other cities of the sixth 
class. She is, as stated, a close sub-

REDUCING STOCKS. 


Reed Crude Capital B Being Diminished 
by Nineteen Twentieth 


Companys Rule Against Smoking. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 19.—On No- 
vember 1, according to the contracts, 
the money is to be paid by the South- 
ern Pacific to the Reed Crude and San 
Joaquin companies for the associated 
stock sold by them to Harriman and 
his company. The amount to be paid 
over to the two companies for their 
stock is $1,560,000, of which $840,000 
goes to the Reed Crude and $720,000 to 
the San Joaquin. Of the latter $35,000 
hgs already been paid over, leaving 
$685,000 to be paid. 

The stockholders of the Reed Crude 
are now receiving circulars, asking 
them to turn in their stock, this be- 
ing necessary on account of the re- 
duction of capital stock from §2,000,- 
000 to $100,000 recently determined upon. 
The stockholders will, in turn, de re- 
turned the proportion due them under 
the new capitalization, and the balance 
in money. The company will then con- 
tinue business on such of its porperty 
as remains outside of the combine. The 
San Joaquin will probably wind up its 
affairs entirely after the money is re- 
ceived, and distributed among the 
stockholders, it having no property out- 
side of that Included in the associated 
lease. In his circular some months 
ago, announcing the sale of the com- 
pany’s associated holdings, President 
Bunting announced that this would 
soon wind up the affairs of the cor- 
poration. 

The Kern company is to distribute its 
associated stock among its stockhold- 
ers, and k is believed that a number 
of them will sell their individual pro 
rata, and in this way the same re- 
sults will be accomplished, as in the 
case of the two companies. The Kern 
Ol Company. is expected to soon reduce 
its capitalization from $100,000 to $5000, 
proportionate to the lands which it 
retains outside of the large combine.
